HICAGO, Nov. 13.—A new victim of arsenic poisoning was 
discovered to-day by police as they investigated the activ- 
ities of Mrs. Tillie Klunefc and Mrs. Nellie Strumer, held 


in connection with.the deaths of their husbands. 


The latest victim was discovered in a Chicago hospital. 


He lived in the neighborhood in which' the two alleged women 
"bluebeards" resides. Authorities believed the new evidence 
strengthened their theory that a gigantic poison ring conspicu- 
ously existed among wives in that section. 


The women, they contend, obtained husbands through mat- 


rimonial bureaus, had their husbands lives insured and then 
kfllcd them through low arsenic poisoning. 


Three of twelve bodies to be exhumed have already shown 


traces of arsenic poisoning. Three V>thers are 
now being 


tested by chemists and the other six will be taken from the 
ground this week. All twelve were closely connected with tho 
two women now held and their deaths were under mysterious

-to-day: handed down a ..decision 
whose affirmation that Japanese 
are. not of the white race was a 
Vl«^l;p.olnt in the protection pf Cali- 
fornia and the Pacific Coast against 
the inundation of an alien and un- 
assimHable race which would have 
followed the granting of 'citizenship 
to applicants, of the Japanese race. 


The case involved the application 


of Takab Ozawa, a Japanese born In 
Japan, .who asked for citizenship 
after a residence in Hawaii on the 
grounds that the Japanese are mem- 
bers of the white race.

The original case was heard in 


ther lower court, fn 1914, but final 
decision by the supreme court was, 
delayed during tho_war for ilia, 
diplomatic reason that the national 
Administration did not wish to do 
anything which would be construed 
by the Japaneso as objectionable, 


The supreme coiirt decision to- 


day In this case was accompanied 
by an opinion affirming: the judg- 
ment of-the supreme court-of the 
state of Washington, thai two Jap-
